PRESIDENT MITCHELL DEPLORES 
DECREASED MEMBERSHIP.

The Mine Workers Refuse to Pay 
Strike Assessments and During the 
Year Thirty-two Thousand Have 


Forteited Their Membership in the 
Union. | 


— 


From the address of President John 
Mitchell at the annual convention of 
the mine workers in Indianapolis, it is 
evident that the members of the Min- 
ers’ Union are losing their interest in 
that organization. President Mitchell 
stated that during the past year the 
membership had decreased 32,000, and 
that about one-half of the unions had 
failed to pay the extra strike assess- 
ment of 50 cents a week levied by the 
last national convention. The member- 
ship a year ago was 128,000, which has 
been reduced during the year to 79,- 
188. <A couple of years more of the 
same comparative decrease will cause 
the organization to cease to be a fac- 
tor in the closed shop propaganda on 
which unionism practically rests. It is 
natural that this apathy should fol- 
low the strenuous life laid out for the 
union members by the leaders whose 
salaries and soft jobs depend upon the 
labor activities that can be constantly 
stirred up. Past experiences have re- 
peatedly shown that the only way the 
leaders maintain their popularity is by 
keeping labor conditions in a state o 
ferment, all under the cloak of im- 
proved relationships for the union 
members. All the men appreciate the 
improved conditions, but the selfish, 
and it might be called brutal, manner 
in which the improvements have been 
brought about, cannot result otherwise 
than as is noted by President Mitchell. 
The men become indifferent to all ex- 
cept -hemselves. The non-union mem- 
bers for whom they have no sympathy, 
are rutally turned away to starve if 


they cannot find something else to do. shall

To save the 
situation from becoming any worse, 
Mitchell announced his intention of 
putting organizers into the field during 
the coming year to stir up enthusiasm 
among the old members and to win 
new members to the union cause. 

As & matter of fact the closed shop 
movement has not been growing very 
rapidly of late. The unions have had 
to face defeat so many times when 
they have ordered a strike that ft has 
had a restraining rather than a stimu- 
lating effect. The refusal of President 
Roosevelt to allow the Typographical 
Union to turn the government printing 
office into a closed shop had a very 
depressing effect on the labor unions. 
The managers of many other industrial 
establishments have awakened to the 
injury they have been suffering and 
have repudiated the union movement, 
so that today among the open-shop 
establishments are the following:

F. J. Kelly, “the Hoboken cyclone,” 
is in Los Angeles and expects to take 
a hand in the fight game as a trainer. 
He comes fresh from helping Tommy 
Murphy in his training for Young Cor- 
bett. Kelly in his day fought at 166 
pounds. and boxed Joe Goddard, Peter 
Maher and many other good ones.

The missing man left a son in this 
city when he mysteriously disappeared, 
in 1899. This is Erwin Sotnieff, residing 
on Boyle Heights. He now asks,

In the at- 
fair he had shown himself to be «a 
two-faced double-dealer, a hypocrite, 
and a falsifier. 

After making a virtuous on- 
set before the public at the City Hall, 
why did Dr. Haynes so promptly 
crawfish in private and thus stultify 
himself? 

No fact is better known that that 
The Times repeatedly—over and over 
again—brought forward in its columns 
the enethod of bidding for the city 
printing on the basis of circylatton. 
The plan was threshed out in weeks 
of public discussion and successfully 
defended by this journal against all as- 
saultse, from whatever quarter they 
came. Finally it won on the merits; 
and The Times has never had occasion 
to apologize for its course in either se- 
curing or executing the contract which 
Haynes assails at this late day. His 
suppression of the facts in his letter 
to Steffens, whom he deliberately tries 
to deceive, is impugently brazen and 
utterly dishonest. 

Dr. Haynes admits in his latest at- 
tack on The Times, that “Doc” How- 
ton, the recall Councilman for whom 
he vouched personally, politically and 
professionally, proved a fallure and a 
fraud. Such being the fact, it is un- 
necessary to discuss, at this time, this, 
the most important phase of the recall 
question. 


HIN MAN CAN—NATIVE SON. 

If it be true, as he himself con- 
tends, that Chin Man Can has been 
unlawfully thrown into prison, degrad- 
ed and shamed and herded with crimi- 
nals on the mere suspicion of the 
United States government's officers 
who charge him with residing in this 
country contrary to the provisions of 
the Chinese exclusion laws, then has a 
strong case in point been presented 
which illustrates many others of a Hike 
character. It will again prove the cry- 
ing need of a revision of the law 
through which the Chinese will receive 
more decent and more humane treat- 
ment. 

Chin Man Can, although the son of 
his ancestors, claims to have been born 
within the portals of the Golden Gate, 
that he is a native son of the Golden 
West, an American and a lover of the 
soll on which he drew his first breath. 
These were his contentions when the 
officers fell upon him and threw him 
into the infamy of the Los Angeles 
County Jall. They gave him no oppor- 
tunity to first prove that what he said 
is true. They compelled his kinsmen to 
secure a large bond for his temporary 
liberty, and otherwise subjected the 
young fellow to hardships and suffer- 
ings which he should not undergo even 
though hie claims are not based on 
facts. 

If Chin Man Can was born in San 
Francisco, then he has been cruelly 
outraged. He is as much an American 
as any other native of the soll. If we, 
his countrymen, were to elect him to 
the Presidency he could qualify, ag An- 
drew Jackson and the other sons of 
foreigners did who have held that ex- 
alted office. The stars of freedom sang 
together when God breathed the breath 
in his nostrils, and the fag wound him 
in its protecting folds of glory. Every 
ironclad we have on the seas, every 
gun on shore, the army and the navy 
backed by the Constitution, itself, 
were pledged to his protection the mo- 
ment he uttered hie first cry of life. 

While it is perhaps true that it is the 
law and not the officers of the law who 
are to be blamed for the brutal man-

HIP SUBSIDIES. 

The granting of subsidies by the 
government to steamship lines plying 
between our ports and foreign ones is 
un old proposition before the American 
public. It has never been entertained 
with much favor on the part of the 
general public. The reason is obvious. 
It seems a direct tax whose effect is 
to allow the government to put its 
hand into the pockets of the people 
and hand over the coin to a favored 


given points. It is a dangerous exper- 
iment, apparently “giving to those who 
have too much.” 

The President has taken up this sub- 
ject with his usual energy and per- 
sistence, and in spite ot its disagree- 
ment with our general plan of govern- 
ment. Mr. Roosevelt is in favor of such 
subsidies heart and soul. Difficulties, 
although they may loom up mountain 
high, never deter our courageous 
ident from his purpose. Indeed, the 
more forlorn the hope and the more 
difficult the task, the more it seems to 
brace the tron nerves of Mr. Roosevelt. 

Now, it must be acknowledged that 
the President has presented his case 
in the strongest light possible. He has 
used the best arguments in urging his 
proposition on the minds of Congress- 
men. His plea is that no one will dis- 
pute the fact that the extension of 
our merchant marine is desirable. It 
is conceded that such an extension of 
our steamship lines as he has in view 
would be of great benefit directly to 
the commerce and general industries of 
the country and indirectly benefictal in 
training a larger number of our en- 
wens in the duties and technicalities 
of seamanship. 

The President does not contend that 
the desirability of such an extension 
of our steamship lines removes the ob- 
jection outlined above against ship sub- 


States. But he points out the fact that 


all our competitors in the race for com - 
merce on the high seas have been for 
years past and are now granting large 
subsidies to numerous steamship lines 
plying between the ports of the wide 
world. Ships cost more to bulld in 
America than they do elsewhere. One 
of the policies underlying our protec- 
tive tariff system is to prevent the pur- 
chase of foreign-made ships or mate- 
rial going into ships in foreign mar- 
kets. This tis done in the direct inter- 
est of American labor and results in 
making home-made ships cost more 
than similar vessels cost our competi- 
tere in foreign lands. It costs more, 
too, to operate a ship under the Amer- 
jean flag because wages are higher with 
us than elsewhere. Japan, the newest 
of these competitors, is the most dan.

COACHELLA, Jan. — The ranch- 
men of the Coachella and Thermal dis- 
tricts are busily engaged in arranging 
for shook to make crates for shipping 
their onions and cabbage.

long against the aggressive yellow enemy. Stoessel, in 
brief, reached the uttermost zenith of earthly fame, 
only to learn that all such glories are fleeting. 

As readers will remember, assertions were made soon 
after the tall of Port Arthur that its defence had not 
been conducted in an efficient manner and that Gen. 
Stoessel had committed a number of grave indiscre- 
tions and mistakes in the course of his contest with 
the Japdnese. These accusations were supplemented 
by far more terrible accusations, of cowardice and 
treachery. Stoessel was accused of handing over the 
fortress to the Japanese in spite of the fact that he 
still possessed sufficient troops, stores and ammunition 


in the Far East when these accusations 
made, telegraphed indignant denials of all the charges, 
but the statements once spread could not easily be sup- 
pressed. Consequently the soldier, instead of carrying 
out his desires of remaining in the Far East, resolved 
to return to Russia in order to face his accusers and 
to repudiate the charges levelled against him. 

From that moment until now, the defender of Port 
Arthur has experienced nothing but a succession of in- 
sults and humiliations.

Nevertheless, the true haymaker returns to his task, 
for it is attractive. Of a thousand men eight or ten 
find the gathering of this sea crop just suited to their 
character. Like “sang” (ginseng) hunters, or trappers, 
other “lone travelers,” the haymaker of the Chesapeake 
enjoys the lonely work of gathering the grass. His 
fellows are in sight, but perhaps they are working 
across a strait on another island, and at the nearest 
are too far away for much talk, since each man must 
take his own section of a windrow, 200 or 300 yards long. 

When one island has been stripped the haymakers 
go cruising for more. They seek the windward shores. 
Sometimes they get all the islands picked over after 
a storm, but they can usually be busy all the while, 
finding the grass and “making” it, except in storms and 
freezes. 

In the summer the crab dredgers rake back and forth 
over the grassy bottoms, picking up the crabs hiding in 
the fluttering mass. The iron rakes tear out the grass 


over many acres, and the crabber casts the strands 


back into the water, while saving the softshells, shed- 
ders and hardshelis which he captures. These lumps 
of grass soon go ashore and are picked up, being the 
best the haymakers get. In the fall, winter and early 
spring between storms dead“ grass is gathered. 

A canoe loaded with sea grass looks its kinship to 
a wagonload of hay. It rounds up and bulges out on all 
sides. Woe to the haymakers caught by a squall. It 
takes baymanship then to save the load and get it safely 
to the drying grounds, but it is usually done, though 
sometimes the top of the load is carried away. in far 
flying tufts 

Having gathered the hay, the makers take it to a 
sunny beach—the sunnier and sandier it is the better. 
Here they spread the load out and dry it. One sees

Our MEXICAN QUARTER. 
By a Special Contributor. 


10 ONORA TOWN“ is but un outline of that once 
picturesque section of Los Angeles. The Merxi- 
can costume is very rarely seen; the twang of 

the guitar is fainter, and the Spanish airs once so 
sweetly sung seem to have lost much of their melody. 
Spanish is not so much spoken, and not so well, for 
the newer generation have become more Americanized 
than the one preceding. Gradually, the “Americanos” 
have been crossing the “barriers,” the old Plaza, that 
natural division that separated the old town from the 
new, the Americanos from the Latins. There are 
changes here as well as elsewhere, but they are not so 
great. They are not so marked as in the great Ameri- 
can city on the south, where the people are ever hurry- 
ing and worrying, and seem to ive no time for the 
pleasures of the day. But, the changes are sufficient to 
mark the passing of the “old town.” or the transforma- 
tion of its individuality. It has long since ceased to 
| expand, and the Americans began, with the tide of im- 
provement, to cross the well-defined boundary line. 
Then came the Chinese, who swarmed on the eastern 
boundary. Beyond the Chinese wall they cannot go; on 
the west are steep hills, and on the north are the plains 
—the gardeng and ranches of the Americanos. First 
came the saloon, with its turpentine whisky and alum- 
tainted beer as a rival to the pulqueria: next, the 
cheap “reach-me-down” storekeepers, and, finally, the 
dyspepsia-giving eating places, quark doctors, and 
other fakers who found it hard sledding in the Ameri- 
can city. Even the American “bunco steerer” has 
trausferred his thievery to this newly-opened field. 


Adjoining modern buildings are adobes occupied by 
Mexicans who have lived here perhaps a half century. 
Though in the great modern city they do not seem to 
be part of it—they live in the past, and talk of tomor- 
row.

The Americanos appropriated these 
names, shortened them, and dubbed the original settle- 
ment “Sonoratown.” The site selected was that of the

Behind the 
narrow shelf where the pueblo was loeated arose the 
brown hills, now dotted with cottages half hiddem in 
gardens, and in the distance towered the Sierra Madre. 

The visitor to the Latin quarter of today can make 
a mental diagram of the old pueblo from the following 
boundaries. remembering that the plaza in which he 
stands was not the original plaza, but was used as a 
graveyard. The plaza was a parallelogram around 
which the pueblo was built. It was 100 varas in length 
and 75 varas in width. A vara is %33 1-3 inches. The 
houses of the eleven families, the original settlers, most 
of whom were from Sonora, were located on three sides 
of the plaza and fronting it, and the western side was 
occupied by the chapel, and the “government” build- 
ings, including a granary, guardhouse, “royal house,” 
for the city officials, and the alcalde’s “high court of 
justice.” 

The boundary lines are about as follows: “The south- 
east corner of Upper Main and Marchessault streets for 
the southern or southeastern corner of the plaza; the 
east line of Upper Main street, from the above-named 
corner for 100 varas in a northerly direction, for the 
east line of the plaza; the east line of New High street 
for the western line of the plaza; and the northern line 
of Marchessault street for the southern line of the plaza. 


tion of North Main and South Main streets. The four 
lines of the parallelogram, instead of running to the 
cardinal points of the compass, were about equi-distant : 
between them. Saloons and other modern innovations 
now cover the site of the “royal buildings,” and the 
guardhouse. The old plaza is built over with riékety 
and shady rooming-houses, and dens for opium fiends, 
tramps, and thieves. Not a landmark remains by which 
this spot may be known—only the street boundaries tell 
that it once existed. The old plaza was the center of 
activity. In this spot revolutions were proclaimed and 
murderers were shot. Here Juan Gallarde, a shoe- 
maker, of Sonora, with fifty “patriots” from that tur- 
bulent State, “pronounced” against Gov. Figueroa, and 
in favor of Gen. Higar, who came with a number of 
colonists in 1835. They captured the sleeping garrison, 
and held the conquered pueblo for twenty-four hours, 
when the bloodless victory was lost by diplomacy, or 
through money, and the “revolutionists” returned to 
Sonora. The plaza was the promenading ground where 
every one went of evenings, and it was the only meet- 
ing place of young lovers, except when the sefiores 
played “bear” at the grated windows of the sefioritas. 


Near the plaza, on what is now Los Angeles street. 
was an alley in which the vanquished Indians lived— 
the braves from whose ancestors the conquistadores 
wrested the country. There was a corral in this al- 
ley into which these Indians who could not pay their 
fines for drunkenness and fighting were sold at public 
auction. The sale was held every Monday morning, and 
was attended by the rancheros of the vicinity. 


The streets of the pueblo.were narrow and irregular, 
beginning anywhere and ending nowhere in particular. 
A few of the names remain—echoes of the past, Aliso 
being the oldest. It was the ending of the road from . 
San Gabriel, and led into the plaza, but was later 
stopped at Los Angeles street when houses were built 
in that section. Buena Vista (Pretty View) is another 1 
“landmark.” Sometimes it was called Eternity street, ay 
because ff lead into the cemetery. Castelar street was 
so named for a Spanish statesman, and it was on this 
street where the bullfights took place. 1 
Originally, the river with the long. name 
coursed along what is now San Fernando street to Ala- 
meda. A flood came*along during a wet season and 
the inhabifints took to higher ground on Buena Vista 
street. Ten years later, or in 1825, the river again 
changed its course, washing away some of the fields of 
the pobladores. An irrigating ditch, or zanja, supplied 
water to the fields, and these frequent overflows filled |

The revolutionary “army” num- 5 
bered about 500, mostly Sonorans. After their defeat at 
San Pascual, the only real fight during the revolution 
Gen. Flores fied to Mexico, and most of the Sonorans 
went with him. 

Since the American occupation there have been few 
Sonorans in Sonoratown, but the name still clings to 
it. Thus, the old pueblo, as “Sonoratown,” will also

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A Fine Srx-HUNDRED-MILE JOURNEY 
THROUGH LUZON. 


By a Special Contributor. 


KNOW a “white man’s country” In the Philippines, 
a land of great mountain valleys and meadows, where 
the air is crisp and cool at night, where the gramma 
grass, knee-high. springs densely from a soil rich and 
black as Canaan, where mountain streams clear and 
crystal tumble through great forests and go gliding and 
winding through vast wild pastures. Here the wild deer 
barks to his mate at sun-down and sets the country 
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road. The road leads through the densely populated 
Lingayen Valley and the trains which are always 
crowded by Filipinos are entirely manned by Filipino | 
crews. Outfitting for the trip was made at Dagupan 
and the first days journey made Tayug, a distance of 
thirty miles almost directly east. The country be- 
tween Dagupan and Tayug is much like that which | 
one sees upon the well-known railway journey from | 
Manila to Dagupan; only the country is even more 
densely settled. The thirty-mile road is almost like 
the main and only street of a western mining town; it 
is a continuous settlement. Thousands of chickens, 
goats, sheep, native cattle and hogs graze along the 
highway which is fenced off by bamboo and serves as 
a public common. The few carabao that are not worsk- 
ing chew their cuds from beneath the houses. At this 
time of year it is cool, and almost chilly in the very 
early morning.

tor of the mirror. The person whose voice is to be pho- 
tographed speaks into a microphone, and the varia- 
tions of sound determine the vibrations of the 
mirror, and this makes a photographic record, de- 
scribed as “lighter or darker streaks,” corresponding 
to the sounds uttered and the quality of the voice. By 
experience one would learn to recognize the partiaular 
modification of the “streaks” which corresponds to 
each letter or word and to varying qualities of tone. It 
is said that the record can be easily with little 
practice. If that is so, the mention might perhaps 
create a new phonetic writing which would put the 
controversy about phonetic spelling out of date, and 
would enable the business man or author to dispense 
with an amanuensis The business man, for example, 
could dictate into the machine and post to his corre- 
spondent a photograph of his observations. But doubt- 
less these developments are tolerably remote.—[{Man- 
chester (Eng.)

Many kinds of ducks and geese nest in this region, 
and some of the rarest sandpipers and plover. The 
most interesting among the former is the eider duck, 
which nests all along the coast. When the. patient 
females begin to sit on the eggs the males form into 
flocks and fly up and down the shore with never a 
thought of their mates or nests. The tiny, fluffy eider 
ducklings take to the water as soon as hatched and 
paddle away, fearless even when the waves break over 
them every few minutes. 

When the ducklings leave the nest there are left only 
the cracked shells and the thick coverlet of softest down 
which their mother had plucked from her breast to 
warm and conceal her treasures. Now the cold winds 
swirl around the rocky cliffs and scatter the elder down 
far and wide. Like plumes from some strange Arctic 
thistle, they are spread broadcast by the wind, and at 
the first snowfall of the long winter only a bare depres- 
sion reveals the location of the nest. 

White ptarmigan crouse are generally found on higher 
ground, although sometimes near the coast, and between 
the hawks, owls, and stone-throwing Eskimo boys they 
have to keep forever on the watch for danger. 

The white gyrfalcon and the white ow! are the birds 
of prey of this country, copying 


plumage and hunting whenever they are hungry; for 


the divisions of day and night are so slightly marked 
that both birds may hunt at the same time and see 
equally well.

No bricks 
of modern manufacture, it appears, will bear the weight 
of the tremendous superstructure.
